Everything 
t h a t 
happened 
in 
Na vestock appeared to be known 
by the J acobins of “ The Crooked 
Billet." They debated and sa t in 
judg ment on all the affairs of the 
town. And it wa s from this bare, 
bald room, with its Windsor chairs, 
its deal table, and its air of a ustere 
simplicity, tha t J osia h Crabbe drew 


all his intimate knowledg e of the 
inner life of Na vestock town. He 
w a s an invisible member, seeing 
and hea ring with the ey es and ea rs 
of Adam Grinch. 
And this sort of new s wa s cir­ 
culated: 
Rev. Flemming, tha t tower of 
hea lth, had gone down with pneu­ 
monia, double, of course, no decent 
Christia n ever suffering in only one 
lung . F le m m in g had been d e a d 
three times, h a d a sked for J ohn 
W'olfe to be called in, and had or­ 
dered Dr. Threadgold out of the 
house. These were Na vestock fa cts! 
Then one of the Lomba rdy poplars 
had been blown down close to J osia h 
Crabbe’s house, a n d his enemies 
pointed s u p e r s t i t i o u s fingers. A 
two-hea ded calf had been born in 
the town. Sams, the baker, had been 
bitten by a rat, and w a s likely to 
lose his hand. T h e r e wa s some 
va g u e talk, too, of a mysterious 
“ petition" that was being presented 
to the mysterious g rea t people in 
London, requesting them to sha ke 
the 
sloth out of the 
Na vestock 
Board of Guardians. 
There wa s no doubt a bout the 
petition. It had been pa ssed round 
a t the “ Crooked Billet,” and the 
J a cobins had drawn their cha irs up 
to the table, pushed a pen and ink­ 
sta nd from member to member, and 
set their spra wling sig na tures to 
the document, more tha n one man 
ha ving to make his cross. 
J osia h Crabbe kept this petition 
for three days before sending it on 
its way. It was a s thoug h the thing 
fa scina ted him as the keen blade 
of a stiletto fa scina tes the m a n 
who has waited yea rs to use it. 
A month passed before thing s 
beg an to happen. The Lords of the 
Council were serene, dista nt, con­ 
templa tive g o d s , and Na vestock 
wa s an obscure town. The eyes of 
the g ods did not ha sten to regard 
it. 
It wa s on the twenty-third day 
of April tha t a c l o s e d fly from 
Wa nning ton left a tall, bony man 
outside J osia h Crabbe’s iron g a tes. 
He disappeared within, and the ca r­ 
ria g e drove off to put up at the 
“ White H a rt" The big, bony man 
remained for an hour or more in 
J osiah Crabbe’s house. 
When he 
reappeared it was with J ohn Wolfe. 
They were ta lking with tha t stea dy 
intensity that cha ra cterises m e n 
who take life in ea rnest. 
Some figures are a rrestive, and 
W olfe’s companion was a man who 
ca ug ht the eye. Ta ll, lean, with 
projecting shoulders and a hollow 
chest, his face was like the fa ce of 
a ma rvellously wise and sardonic 
ape. He was seen at various points 
and by va rious people — a g a unt 
Da nte led by Virgil through a suc­ 
cession of insa nita ry hells. An ug ly 
man, with his g rey eyes tha t judg ­ 
ed everything , his long, sha rp-lip­ 
ped mouth, a nose that broadened 
out at the nostrils, a g rea t rock 
of a chin, bushy eyebrows, a n d 
la nk, g rey hair. 
Wolfe and the stra ng er appeared 
to be in perfect sympa thy. They 
explored, and stood in judg ment. 
The elder man betrayed occa siona l 
flashes of g r l m amusement. He 
rubbed his g ra nite chin, strode in 
and out of back yards and a lleys, 
utterly ig noring any curiosity tha t 
he aroused. Children loitered about; 
women sta red from doorways. This 
imperturba ble critic went about his 
business a s thoug h Na vestock were 
an interesting ruin, and he wa s 
ma king an a rcha eolog ica l survey. 
“ Yes, pretty bad. I don’t think I 
have ever seen a worse collection 
of pig sties. A fa irly cynica l lot— 
your city fa th ers!” 
“ I suppose it is natural.” 
“ Of course it is. 1 ha ve known 
the very best of men a bsolutely 
blinded by c l a s s prejudice and 
tradition. A nything is good enoug h 
for a labourer. Though there are 
plenty of exceptions. Those sa mples 
of well wa ter you sent me were 
sufficient to damn any town. Now 
where does this dear old dufl’er of 
a fa mily pra ctitioner live ? ”

“ I'll show you the w a y.” 
“ A matter of etiquette. We must 
let him know wha t is g oing on.” 
“I ag ree with you. I am sorry 
for the old chap.” 
“ Sorry! It is immora l to feel 
sorry for duffers.” 
Wolfe left th e expert outside the 
do o rway o f Prospect House. M u l­ 
berry Green l o o k e d sleek and 
p leasan t with its red-fa ced houses, 
f rls h g rass, and w h i t e painted 
p o sts. Its resp ectable a loofness wa s 
so ch aracteristic, so biblical. 
When the b o n y man emerg ed 
from Prospect House his fa ce look­ 
ed narrower, harder, keener. It wa s 
as though it had been clea ving in­ 
to some soft, pulpy substa nce. Yet 
in its way the interview had been 
a musing. 
“ Swelling him self out like the 
frog in the fa ble!” 
He started wa lking with l o n g 
ferocious strides. 
“ Delicious old Pha risee!” 
He had left a little man pulped 
behind him in the plea sa nt, con­ 
templa tive Georg ian house. 
A fortnig ht later it b e c a m e 
known in the town tha t some phe­ 
nomenal 
thing 
had 
happened. 
A 
special meeting of the Board of 
Guardians had been called. N ew s­ 
paper reporters ca me from Wa n­ 
ning ton and even from Pluckstead 
and Wisboroug h thirty miles a wa y. 
To put the ma tter briefly, the 
Na vestock Board of Guardians had 
been warned by the Lords of the 
Council tha t they had been peti­ 
tioned to investig a te the sa nita ry 
condition of the town, that they 
had sent down an expert, and that 
he had reported that the sta te of 
the town wa s a scandal.

Robert Flemming , the one m a n 
who mig ht have striven to lift the 
discussion out of t h e slough of 
selfishness, was a wa y at a sea- 
coa st town, recovering his health. 
J a sper Turrell took the chair, but 
the whole dra ma revolved round 
Crump the clerk, pink-cheeked, con­ 
fident, cynica lly amused. 
These men of property had been 
running to him like children. 
“ Look here, Crump, what t h e 
dickens are we to do about this? 
We sha ll be landed in a pretty 
m essl” 
“ Good hea vens, Crump, if they 
fo rce this on us w'e sha ll he ha lf­ 
ruined. Whatl A sew a g e system , 
wa ter-works, repla cing some of the 
cotta g es I Preposterous! W h e r e ’s 
the money to come fro m ? ” 
Crump had patted each on the 
head and comforted him. 
“ Sit tig ht and refuse to be dic­ 
ta ted to by these people in London. 
I am not a believer in the over­ 
centra lisa tion of a uthority. Local 
g overnment is the thing . They have 
no power at present to compel you 
to act. Besides the whole affair is 
a huge piece of jobbery.” 
Thus each member ca me to the 
meeting c o n vi n c e d upon three 
points: Firstly, tha t this business 
mig ht cost him persona lly a great 
deal of money; secondly, that it 
was nothing but a piece of sa vag e 
political spite; thirdly, that t h e 
Board wa s supreme in Navestock 
and could not be coerced. The re­ 
sult of their delibera tions was eas« 
ily deducible from these t h r e e 
known qua ntities. 
Wolfe had the whole account of 
wha t took place from Boxall of 
“ The Clarion." T h i s red-headed 
firebrand h a d been present, and 
had come a wa y w i t h flames of 
scorn and wrath issuing from his 
throat. Wo l f e met him in King 
Street as he wa s wa lking from the 
workhouse in t h e d i r e c t io n of 
Pea chy Hill. 
“ It is all over, sir, all over. Their 
blood be upon their own heads.”

The disease Is now rare beca use 
the typhoid g erm is known and the 
prevention of typhoid fever Is pos­ 
sible. 
Of course, we som etim es h e a r 
of outbreaks of typhoid fever in dif­ 
ferent parts of the country. 
This is 
expla ined by the preva lence of so- 
called "typhoid ca rriers” . 


“ Typhoid Carrier» 


Typhoid 
carriers 
are 
individuals 
who ha ve had typhoid fever and con­ 
tinue to harbor the g erm s long a fter 
they ha ve been cured of the ailment. 
T hese persons ma y not be awa re of 
the fa ct that they ca rry da ng erous 
g erm s and, in consequence, are a 
mena ce to society. 
Typhoid carriers should never be 
allowed to handle food. 
They must 
be isolated or placed under medical 
supervision. 
Typhoid fever Is prevented 
by the 
purification of wa ter and by the sa fe­ 
g ua rding of all food. 
I a m confident 
tha t the disease will be completely 
eradicated when special mea sures are 
ta ken for the control of those un­ 
fortuna te individuals who for yea rs 
ca rry the g erms of this disease. Until 
then we must ta ke every precaution 
for we never 
know wbe» we ma y be exposed to It. 


In addition to ca reful supervision 
of water and foo<! supply, we can 
protect ourselves a g a inst the disease 
by vaccination. 
Typhoid vaccination 
g ives “ Immunity." protection against 
the disease, 
it is a simple procedure 
and consists of three inoculations at 
weekly intervals. 
The value or this vaccina tion ca n­ 
not 
be 
overestimate« !. 
We 
rarely 
hear of a case of typhoid fever in the 
United Sta tes a rmy or navy. 
This 
ma rvelous record can only be a ttrib­ 
uted to the routine use of typhoid 
va ccine for all soldiers, sailors and 
civilian employes. 
I believe few persons realize the 
Importance of the typhoid va ccina ­ 
tion. 
If you live 
» 11 a community 
where typhoid fever lias occurred, or 
if you contempla te tra veling in sec­ 
tions of the country where the clean- 
IIness of food and wa ter is doubtful, 
ta ke a dva nta g e of this mea ns of pro­ 
tection. 
Bear in mind that even though you 
do not contract the disea se you may 
harbor the germs, 
if so. you ma> 
carry them to innocent members of 
your family or to others vrith whom 
you have contact.
